MENACE 


MORE than 26,000 
cases of fly-tipping have 
taken place in Sandwell 
during the past five years 
but only 14 people have 
been prosecuted. 

Details revealed under 
Freedom of Information laws 
show the council has been 
called to 26,205 cases, with 
syringe needles, asbestos 
waste and animal carcasses 
among the litter collected. 

The authority was called to 
retrieve animal carcasses on 11 
occasions in the 12 months 
leading up to March 31 — includ¬ 
ing a pig’s head in Western Road, 
Oldbury, in May.

Household waste was the most 
common item officers retrieved with 
1,289 cases. 

There were 668 reports of bags con¬ 
taining household items that had been 
abandoned and 307 reports of excava¬ 
tion waste that needed collecting. 

There was one case of asbestos 
needing to be cleaned up and 69 cases 
of dumped tyres. 

Wardrobe 


retrieved twice in West Bromwich in 
February, in Law Street and Wood- 
burn Road. 

A builder’s bag of asbestos was 
recovered from Rabone Lane, Smeth¬ 
wick, in February as well as more 
syringe needles in Stanhope Road, 
West Bromwich. 

A total of 14 people were prosecuted 
for fly-tipping in the past five years.

Councillor Derek Rowley said the

Work starts on 
wedding venue 

WORK has started on the site of a landmark 
Smethwick pub which is being transformed into a 
wedding venue. 

The Barleycorn on Bearwood Road, which dates from the 
1930s, has been empty for four years. Owners had applied 
to Sandwell Council last year for permission to transform 
the site but the scheme was then turned down by planners, 
despite the scheme being recommended for approval. 

An appeal saw the Planning Inspectorate overturn that 
ruling earlier this year, allowing development of a 490-seat 
function room with a second upstairs function room. Con¬ 
ditions have been sorted out allowing work to start and it 
is hoped the venue will be open before Christmas. 


Man charged 
with murder 

A ROMANIAN national, who lived in West 
Bromwich, has appeared in court charged with the 
murder of a Birmingham quantity surveyor. 

Florian Baboi, aged 35, of no fixed address, is accused of 
killing David McArthur, 63, last month. 

Mr McArthur was found beaten to death at his home in 
Woodbrooke Grove, Northfield, on August 22. 

Custody 

Baboi, who had been living in Izon Street, West 
Bromwich, appeared at Wolverhampton Crown Court for a 
preliminary hearing on Monday. 

The hearing was adjourned for a plea and directions 
hearing to take place on December 15. 

Baboi was remanded in custody. 

It will be decided at a later date whether his next appear¬ 
ance will be at Wolverhampton Crown Court or Briming- 
ham Crown Court. 


Concern at impact 
of home closures 

SANDWELL Council has said closure of former 
Southern Cross Healthcare homes in its borough 
could have “significant unplanned financial conse¬ 
quences” for the authority. 

The firm ran eight homes in the borough for 229 people. 

More than 250 care homes run by Southern Cross are to 
be transferred to new companies by this weekend as part 
of plans to shut down the sector’s biggest operator. 

Transferred 

Darlington-based Southern, which runs 752 sites and 
has 31,000 residents, said more than a third of its homes 
would be transferred to about 20 new operators. These will 
be the first homes to be moved from the ailing care home 
giant since it announced it had no choice but to close after 
landlords refused to drop rents to help it survive. 

Southern, which refused to reveal whether any of the 
locations of the homes being transferred were in the Mid¬ 
lands, also said it was “very confident” all of its homes will 
be transferred to new operators by November 1.

A MOTHER-of-five who opened her own dance 
studio in Smethwick to help youngsters from cash- 
strapped families dance themselves fit is seeking 
new recruits. 

Louise Woodward, of Oldbury, launched Sapphire dance 
studios earlier this year at St Mark’s community project in 
Thimblemill Road. The dance sessions are designed for 
three to 16-year-olds. 

The studio offers special lower rates for those in receipt 
of benefits, families with multiple children and those 
taking part in more than one class. 

The 28-year-old professionally-trained teacher, who has 
been taught by dancers including Wayne Sleep, is also 
hoping to launch holiday dance activities and needs dance 
and performing arts students to lend a hand. 

Inspire 

“I found it really hard to get something that all my chil¬ 
dren could attend together at a reasonable cost so I decided 
to set up the studio,” she said. 

“I have trained in dance since I was three and it feels 
great to be able to pass on what I’ve learnt and inspire 
others to do the same and see that anything is possible.” 

She runs freestyle, ballet and zumba sessions for adults 
but there are now also extra weekend sessions available. 

Youngsters who sign up to the classes before October 5 
will get the chance to appear in this year’s annual dance 
production on December 10.

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Twelve-year sentence 


A WOMAN who carried out a “fren¬ 
zied” knife attack on a former friend 
has started a 12-year prison term. 

Denise Beckford, of Lye, stabbed 21- 
year-old Makela Patterson in the neck, 
chest and arm, following a row about work 
and money. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard last 
week that the dispute between the two 


women stemmed from Miss Patterson 
leaving her job at the Mish Mash restau¬ 
rant in Winson Green, which was run by 
Beckford’s uncle. 

Miss Patterson had been in a dispute 
over wearing a uniform and over wages, 
said prosecutor Mr John Riley. In order to 
resolve the issue, Miss Patterson went to 
the restaurant on November 3 last year, 
where she argued with the owner. 


for ‘frenzied’ stabbing 


There was then a series of phone calls 
between Beckford and Miss Patterson and 
the pair agreed to meet to talk about the 
issue. They met that evening in Archibald 
Road, Lozells, and in a scuffle Miss Patter¬ 
son was stabbed four times. 

The victim staggered to her sister’s 
home in nearby Lozells Road, before she 
collapsed in the garden. She still has scar¬ 
ring as a result of the knifing. 


The court heard 32-year-old Beckford, of 
Talbot Street, was found guilty by a jury of 
wounding with intent but cleared of 
attempted murder. Co-defendant Adele 
Johnson-Hector, 26, of Bryant Street, 
Winson Green, Birmingham, was cleared. 

Mr Gareth Evans, for Beckford, said: 
“She went to argue, got the worse end of 
the altercation and decided to use the 
knife.” 


Supervision 
replaces work 
for ill woman 

A TIPTON woman whose three 
dogs attacked several people, has had 
an order to do unpaid work replaced 
with supervision due to her ill health. 

Jacqueline Nelson, of Dick Shep¬ 
herd Avenue, was sentenced in July 
after pleading guilty to three counts of 
owning a dog dangerously out of 
control in a public place. She was 
ordered to do 150 hours unpaid work 
but is not fit enough to complete it, 
Sandwell Magistrates have agreed. 

Her three Staffordshire bull terri¬ 
ers escaped from her back garden on 
April 25. One victim, Michael 
Hipkins, suffered deep cuts to his leg 
and needed a skin graft. The dogs also 
attacked a Staffordshire bull terrier 
belonging to Steven Hancox, and 
Alan Hincks and his greyhound. 

Banned 

Nelson, aged 45, was given a 16- 
week sentence for each charge, to run 
concurrently, and suspended for 12 
months, after pleading guilty. Warley 
magistrates told her to pay £750 com¬ 
pensation to Mr Hipkins, £600 to Mr 
Hincks, and £85 costs. The bench 
ordered that the three dogs be 
destroyed. Nelson was banned from 
owning a dog for 10 years. 
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Council rejects 
school petition 
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A LAST-DITCH attempt to 
stop Sandwell Council selling 
a former Wednesbury school 
site for development has 
failed. 

Members of the Yew Tree and Tame- 
bridge Regeneration Forum had sub¬ 
mitted a 475 name petition to the 
council urging that the former Fir Tree 
School site on the Yew Tree estate be 
used for sport or recreation. 

But Chairman of the Yew Tree and 
Tamebridge Regeneration Forum and 
petitioner Darryl Magher says he was 
not informed about a council meeting 
at which the petition was discussed 
and the decision to sell the land was 
announced. 


At last week’s meeting, cabinet 
member for jobs and economy Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones said: “I can confirm that 
due to the council’s financial position 
we need the capital from the sale of the 
land to help the council get back into a 
better financial position. 

“On receipt of the petition I did say 
that I would look at it again, and I 
have, but the action we will take is still 
the same, we will dispose of the land 
because we need the funds.” 

Mr Magher said he was frustrated at 
the attitude of the council, adding: “We 
just want to save those playing fields 
for this community. This is another 
example of the slash and burn culture 
of Sandwell Council.” 


Huge investment 
in region’s canals 


A £50 million waterways 
programme is gearing up to 
start a transformation of the 
boroughs canals and rivers. 

The programme of works which 
combines traditional heritage skills 
with engineering projects will begin 
next month and run until March 
2012. 

During November and December 
more than 100 lock gates will be 
replaced across the Black Country 
and Birmingham including Ryder’s 
Green in Smethwick and Farmers 
Bridge in West Bromwich. 

The works, which will help main¬ 
tain the nation’s 2,000-mile, 200 year- 
old canal and river network, come just 
six months before the waterways are 
put into a trust through the creation 
of a new charity — a national trust for 
the waterways. 

Vince Moran, British Waterways’ 
operations director, said: “This year’s 
maintenance programme marks the 
end of an era for the nation’s historic 
waterway network before it becomes 
a charity next year. 

“I hope that by opening up the 
repair works this winter we can give 
people a chance to see the scale of the 
work we do to ensure that the water¬ 
ways are preserved for today’s users 
and future generations.” 


May Gurney are the sole sponsor of 
this year’s winter works campaign. 

Eddie Quinn, a manager for British 
Waterways at May Gurney, said: “We 
are incredibly proud to play our part 
in this essential work to preserve 
Britain’s canal network. 

“Few people realise that many 
canal locks, buildings and structures 
are listed monuments and that the 
canal network is one of the finest, 
living references to Britain’s indus¬ 
trial revolution.

“Repairing and maintaining the 
canal network is a painstaking task 
and we strongly encourage people to 
support British Waterways and to 
visit the winter works.” 

The investment is funded through a 
combination of Government grants 
and income from commercial activi¬ 
ties such as property and boat 
licenses. 

When British Waterways transfers 
to a charity next spring, funding will 
be delivered through a partnership of 
a long-term government contract, 
commercial revenue and growing 
charitable income.

THE scheme to build a £370 
million ‘super hospital’ in 
Sandwell is under greater 
scrutiny as it was revealed similar 
projects in other parts of the 
country had left hospitals in 
financial crisis. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust is currently 
awaiting the go-ahead from the Gover- 
rnment over its outline business case 
for the planned Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital in Smethwick. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley 
MP has said he will review private 
finance initiative schemes at 22 NHS 
trusts nationwide. 

Stability 

Some of the trusts claim rising 
Private Finance Initiative (PFI) con¬ 
tracts costs risk “clinical and financial 
stability”. 

Among the trusts under review is 
Sandwell, which runs Sandwell, City 
and Rowley Regis Hospitals. Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, which runs 
Manor, has also been reviewed. 

Finances at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham are coming under extra 
scrutiny because chiefs are bidding for 
foundation trust status, which would 
give the trust more control over its 
own budget.

Homes bid at church 


A FORMER Methodist church in 
Old Hill - which has become a target 
for vandals and arsonists — is set to be 
flattened and the site used for homes. 

An application has been submitted 
to Sandwell Council to demolish the 
Wesley Methodist Church and 
Sunday school building on Halesowen 
Road. 

The building has been empty for 


more than 10 years and it has become 
a target for vandals. 

Applicant Mr Dev Tewari, of Brier- 
ley Hill, has applied to the council to 
have the building demolished. He says 
that the 1904 building is unsafe. He 
wants to build apartments on the site. 

The congregation moved out of the 
church in 1998 and they now worship 
at Lawrence Lane Methodist Church. 


Repairs mean delay 


A WEST Bromwich firm’s £10 
million expansion plans, due to create 
50 jobs, have been delayed, pushing 
recruitment back until the new year. 

CBS Packaging, which makes card¬ 
board boxes, intended to complete a 
move to the former Metal Closures Ltd 
site in Bromford Lane by the end of 
August. 

Company bosses had hoped to relo¬ 


cate 50 staff as well as machinery but 
repairs are needed to the roof and floor 
before the Bromford Lane site can 
house all of the heavy equipment. 

The company plans to more than 
double its workforce. 

Chiefs have opened offices at Metal 
Closures but will have to continue to 
run their Kelvin Way factory, which is 
up for let, until repairs are finished. 


Woods not to blame 
for sick dogs - boss 


A WARLEY Woods boss has 
spoken to allay fears that dogs 
being walked at the beauty spot 
are falling victim to poison. 

Over the past few weeks specula¬ 
tion has been rising, across the 
borough and on social networking 
sites, after several dogs who had 
been walked at Warley Woods were 
admitted to Companion Care vet 
surgery in Oldbury. 

All of the dogs, suffering sickness and 
diarrhoea, had been linked to the area 
just hours before and were owners feared 
they had been poisoned. 

But Warled Woods trust manager Viv 
Cole said - despite having a squirrel pop¬ 
ulation problem - no poison has been 
used for 18 months due to lack of funding. 

“We haven’t had the finances to imple¬ 
ment the squirrel policy but even when 
we do it is used in hoppers in the tops of 
the trees,” she said. 

“There is nothing on the land that 
could affect the dogs. Everything we do 
use is researched thoroughly before hand 
to ensure it has no adverse affects on any 
other animals or children. There is 
absolutely no way any dogs could have

contracted anything from Warley Woods 
from any action taken on the trust’s 
behalf. 

“Dog walkers are such an important 
part of the area and we wouldn’t consider 
using anything that could harm them or 
their animals.” 

Drip 

Five dogs were treated by practice vet 
Monish Malhotra, whose five month old 
puppy was also affected and had to be put 
on a drip to help recovery. 

“We managed to treat all of the dogs 
who were showing quite severe symp¬ 
toms,” he said. 

“The problem did seem to centre on dog 
walking in the Warley Woods area but it 
could have been caused by anything, 
from poison on the ground to something 
in the water or unvaccinated dogs. 

“Thankfully all of the dogs are doing 
fine following aggressive antibiotic 
therapy but this should act as a warning 
to pet owners to watch where their dog is 
going at all times and most importantly 
make sure their pets are vaccinated.”

Engineering academy escapes E.ON cuts 


MIDLAND energy giant E.ON is 
to axe 500 UK jobs to reflect the 
“changed nature of the business” 
following the sale of its distribution 
arm 

But there was relief for workers at the 
company’s engineering academy which 
is based in Tipton and its property serv¬ 
ices department at Kingswinford - they 
emerge unscathed from the latest round 
of job cuts. The company said that the 
losses will be among support function 
staff at its headquarters in Coventry 
and offices in Nottingham. 

Last week’s announcement came 


after another 175 jobs were cut in the 
region earlier this year by E.ON—one of 
the big six energy companies that has 
announced major hikes in their charges 
in recent weeks. 

Bills 

E.ON has put up electricity bills to its 
customers by 11.4 per cent and gas has 
risen 18.1 per cent. 

The announcement is a result of the 
sale of E.ON’s distribution arm, Central

homes in June, will also be targeted. 

Homes are being given new bins for the 
first time in 20 years after Sandwell 
Council re-organised the service. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services Councillor Derek Rowley said 
there had always been thefts of the blue 
bins but the rate for July and August was 
“ridiculously high”. 

Replacement 

He said: “We don’t know where they all 
go. We can only go by replacement 
requests and it costs about £20 to replace 
each one. 

“Before that it was only garden waste 
containers and the replacement rate was 
low.” 

Mr Rowley said he believed many of 
the bins were being stolen. 

He said: “There are those unscrupulous 
people who are taking them and throwing 
them in the canal or setting them alight. 

“There are also those who are using 
them for purposes which they are not 
designed for, such as transporting scrap 
metal. But to be honest for a lot of them 
we just don’t know what is happening to 
them.” 

He added that the council will only 
replace a bin once without charge.

Mosque 
scheme 
is put 
on hold 


A PLAN plan to transform a 
former church hall in Cradley 
Heath into a mosque has been put 
on hold - as the association 
behind the scheme considers 
buying a nearby church. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Associa¬ 
tion won planning permission on 
appeal in May to extend the Baitul 
Mahdi Mosque on Newtown Lane, 
Cradley Heath, to include the former 
St Luke’s Church Hall. 

But now the association has put St 
Luke’s Church Hall up for sale but will 
continue to use it while they consider 
putting in an offer for the former Long 
Lane Methodist Church in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Dr Masood Majoka, the associa¬ 
tion’s president, said it planned to 
expand in the area but no firm deci¬ 
sions had been made. 

He explained: “We are interested in 
Long Lane Methodist Church. Being a 
religious group we look for places with 
planning permission for religious 
worship which is why the church is 
attractive to us. 

Minaret 

“We have not ruled out anything. 
The situation is quite fluid. We have 
full planning permission for the 
extension but the builders will not be 
moving in at Newtown Lane at the 
moment.” 

The plans would see a 23ft tall dome 
and a 43ft tall minaret erected at the 
Baitul Mahdi Mosque, on Newtown 
Lane. They were initially rejected by 
Sandwell Council planning chiefs on 
grounds of overdevelopment and 
parking problems. However, planning 
inspector Penelope Metcalfe over¬ 
ruled the decision, saying the minaret 
would be a striking feature but not 
unduly obtrusive or unattractive.

A CARE home in Wednesbury for people 
with learning and physical disabilities has 
been remodelled to provide individual flats. 

Housing provider Sanctuary Carr-Gomm has 
taken over the ownership of the property in Walsall 
Street, previously a care home owned by the NHS. 

Some of the project has been funded by Sandwell 
Council under the Government’s NHS Campus re¬ 
provision project. Sanctuary Carr-Gomm has 


redesigned it to provide three self-contained flats 
designed to meet the needs of residents. 

The changes mean that residents will have a 
home they can call their own.

The three flats provide residents with wheelchair 
access and storage, their own kitchen, lounge, bath¬ 
room and bedroom and shared garden.

Pupils 
may rear 
livestock 

A FARM could open at 
a new multi-million 
pound Sandwell school. 

RSA Academy in Tipton 
wants to rear chickens and 
sheep at what could be the 
first school farm to open in 
the area. Fruit trees and 
crops could also be grown. 

Lesley James, director of 
business development at 
the school, said the farm 
could help with ecology, 
biology and home economics 
lessons. However, she 
stressed, plans were still in 
the early stages and said the 
school would consider the 
impact on residents before 
any decision was made. 

“We are very conscious 
there are people living very 
close to the school site and 
we will take that into con¬ 
sideration,” she said. 

“But we are thinking 
about what we could grow 
and whether we could keep 
some chickens. 

“No decisions have been 
made but we have a big site 
and at the moment a lot of it 
isn’t being used.” 

It is hoped the farm would 
teach pupils nurturing 
values, help lessons and 
food grown on the farm 
could be used in cooking. 


Outdoor 
gym at 
town park 

OUTDOOR gym equip¬ 
ment funded by a £18,000 a 
lottery grant has been 
installed in a Wednesbury’s 
Brunswick Park. It includes 
12 pieces of kit, including 
skiing and walking 
machines, sit-up and pull¬ 
down bars, suitable for all 
ages.

Huge rise in 
parking costs

DRIVERS are facing a big rise 
in car parking charges in 
Sandwell next year. 

The price of on-street parking 
in West Bromwich will increase 
by a third, from 60p per hour to 
80p per hour next year — and it 
will rise to £1 per hour the year 
after. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, 
said the council is being forced to 
make the increase as it has to make 
savings of £75 million by 2015. 

Cuts 

Currently short stay council car 
parks in central West Bromwich cost 
40p per hour, or £1.60 for four hours, 
while drivers pay 40p per hour up to 
£2 for all day at the long stay car 
parks. 

Meanwhile, in Bearwood, short 
stay parking is currently 20p per 
hour, or 80p for up to four hours, 
while at long stay car parks in 


Oldbury Blackheath and Wednes¬ 
bury you can also park for more than 
four hours for £1. 

Cllr Rowley said these would be 
likely to see an increase of around 20 
per cent. 

He said: “In the 2012/13 financial 
year I will have to look at it very 
closely because of the cuts. They are 
going to have to rise....for me to have 
to balance the books in the highways 
department. 

“However, we do still have some of 
the cheapest parking available in the 
region. It costs a lot more to park in 
places like Walsall and Birming¬ 
ham.” 

Wednesbury trader Aaron Sheldon 
who runs Bojangles in Market Place, 
said: “There is an atmosphere of 
taking every bit of spare cash out of 
everyone’s pockets, what with 
parking, gas bills and electric. 

“People haven’t really got a choice, 
I hope it doesn’t hit trade.” 

The increases will come into force 
in April. 


Cars clogging up roads 
after police HQ opens 


PARKING has become a 
problem for residents and 
businesses in West 
Bromwich since the opening 
of the town’s £10 million 
police station. 

The new station has been built on 
the corner of Moor Street and 
Bowater Street. Staff and officers 
started moving into the site on Sep¬ 
tember 9. The site has limited 
parking facilities and those living 
and working nearby claim police HQ 
staff have been parking on neigh¬ 
bouring roads including Oak Road 
and Lodge Road. 

Peter Thomas, aged 63, who runs 
Headstart hairdressers in Lodge 
Road, said the situation was “horren¬ 
dous”. 

He added: “The new police station 
has opened at the end of the road and 
the car park is for the police cars but 
the personal cars and staff are all 
parked down each side of my prem¬ 
ises. They have built this premises 
with no thought for the residents or 
the businesses.. 


June Ralph, aged 63, of Oak Road, 
said: “I don’t own a car myself but 
quite a lot of my family come to visit 
me and they have struggled to find 
spaces. Sometimes they have not 
even been able to stop. 

“There was a problem before but it 
is terrible now,” she added. 

Retired engineer Morarbhai Patel, 
aged 73, who also lives in Oak Road, 
said: “I’ve struggled to find a space 
outside my house. 

“The other day I had to go twice 
round the block before I could find a 
spot and even then it was a long way 
away from where I live.” 

Public 

Sandwell Chief Inspector Andy 
Beard said: “West Midlands Police is 
not duty-bound to provide any 
parking facilities for officers or 
staff’s private vehicles. 

“Staff have been advised to use 
public transport wherever possible, 
but if this is not an option then 
parking restrictions around the 
station must be observed.”

In March the Sandwell rape and sexual violence service 
were forced to close their counselling facility which had 
supported victims in the borough for five years.

Lottery reaching communities fund, services for victims of 
rape and sexual violence across Sandwell and Dudley can 
finally be developed and re-launched. 

One victim, who cannot be named, was one of many 
clients who helped the group in their bidding process. 

Support 

She said: “When I talk to the counsellor I am free of the 
emotional responsibility I have when I share my thoughts 
and feelings with family and friends. She never judges me, 
never rushes or pushes me she is totally accepting and 
unconditional in her support.” 

The new teenage relationship abuse programme 
(Trapped) has been designed to raise awareness of issues 
from sexual abuse to gang culture across local schools. 

The organisation’s executive director Sara Ward said: “It 
was a great day for the charity, the clients and the vulner¬ 
able victims in Sandwell and Dudley. 

“We have been working so hard to maintain services in a 
climate of cuts and, at the same time, desperately trying to 
keep pushing forward with new developments. 

“It is all worth it when on the same day we launch our 
programme we have this amazing news. After all the 
threats to our service, we truly feel like we have won the 
lottery.” 


New Jaguar plant 
will boost region 

MANUFACTURERS across Sandwell are 
gearing up to start reaping the benefits of the £355 
million Jaguar Land Rover engine plant opening in 
Wolverhampton. 

Suppliers to the luxury car maker expect vast increases 
in demand for everything from metal pressings to compo¬ 
nents as JLR prepares to launch an 800,000 sq ft factory 
on the i54 business park in Fordhouses. The biggest 
investment in the area in decades is expected to create 
thousands of jobs in the supply chain, on top of 750 at the 
plant. 

West Bromwich-based Metal Assemblies Ltd, which 
makes small components, is hoping to add to its own 120- 
strong payroll when the Jaguar factory opens. 

Stuart Fell, chairman of the company in Oldbury Road, 
said: “We supply to Jaguar Land Rover and we hope to 
provide the equivalent parts for the new engines. We are 
an efficient company so we feel we have every chance of 
winning business when it becomes available. 

Training 

“This is good news all round. There won’t just be new 
jobs, there will be new training and apprenticeship 
schemes and that’s good for everybody. It’s how things used 
to be done.” 

Mr Fell added there had been a noticeable upturn in the 
fortunes of his firm in recent months. 

Bosses at Huf in Black Country New Road, Tipton, 
which employs 250, also hope to build on existing links 
with JLR. Paul Linton, a senior manager at the firm, said: 
“JLR expansion plans are great news for the region.”

The bins will replace black sacks 
currently used by residents in a bid to 
clean up borough streets. 

Food waste recycling containers 
will also be delivered to homes as part 
of plans by Sandwell Council and its 
waste partner Serco to modernise 
services.

Household waste bins and food 
recycling containers are being deliv¬ 
ered to homes across the borough 
between September and January. 

Weekly 

As part of the improvements, blue 
lid recycling collections will also 
become weekly. This follows the intro¬ 
duction of new collection days during 
the summer which means that, for the 
first time, residents now have all their 
bins picked up on the same day of the 
week. Around 7,500 properties a week 
will receive the bins as part of the roll 
out. A leaflet will be sent to residents 
a week before their bins are delivered. 

Bridge work 
finishes early 

A £150,000 project to repair a 
Wednesbury bridge has finished two 
weeks ahead of schedule. 

The Park Hill bridge goes over the 
River Tame canal and connects 
Woden Road East and Coronation 
Road. 

Sandwell Council ordered the work 
after the bridge failed tests on 
whether it could support the weight of 
heavy goods vehicles. 

It was first thought the structure 
would have to be totally rebuilt at a 
cost of around £300,000. However, 
engineers came up with a solution 
which took less time and cost half that 
sum. 


Wardrobe recall 

IKEA is recalling one of its 
wardrobes after concerns were raised 
that the mirror could detach and 
smash. 

Customers who have bought an 
Elga wardrobe with a Fenstad sliding 
mirror door are asked to contact their 
nearest store immediately. Ikea, 
which has a store at the Gallagher 
Retail Park in Wednesbury has 
received reports that certain batches 
of the large mirror can fall off.

Dog to be destroyed after attack on boy 


A DOG is to be destroyed after it 
attacked a boy in Smethwick. 

The dog’s owner Nashya McKenzie, 25, of 
Ada Road, admitted owning a dog which was 
dangerously out of control and got a 12-week 
jail term suspended for a year by Sandwell 
magistrates. 

The dog attacked the seven-year-old in 
Smethwick after it escaped from its owners’ 
garden in Ada Road through a broken fence 
on August 25. This was the second time the 
dog, called Kilo, had attacked someone and 


in 2010 McKenzie had been subject to a local 
community resolution order for the offence. 

The boy has been left terrified of dogs after 
suffering severe cuts and bites to his legs and 
could not walk due to his injuries for some 
time after the incident. 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting, told the 
court the attack happened at around 8am 
when the dog escaped from McKenzie’s 
garden. The boy’s grandmother had taken 
the dog into her garden as she feared it might 
be run over but then it attacked the boy. 


Miss Hale said: “The boy suffered severe 
cuts and injuries to his legs and foot, which 
required stitches. He had to be taken to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital.” 

Mr Baljinder Suman defending told the 
court that McKenzie was very sorry about 
what had happened and did not contest a 
destruction order. 

Magistrates ordered him to complete 200 
hours of unpaid work and pay £250 compen¬ 
sation to the boy. They banned him from 
owning a dog for the next five years.

Next store to 
create 80 jobs 
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EIGHTY jobs will be created 
with the opening of a new 
Next store at a £200 million 
shopping and leisure develop¬ 
ment in West Bromwich 

The High Street giant has 
signed up to the town’s New 
Square development along with 
other major retailers including 
Primark, JD Sports, Bank and 
Outfit. 

Developers have also announced 
that cinema giant Odeon will operate 
an eight-screen cinema on the site. 

Confidence 

Jonathan Simpson, corporate 
affairs manager for Tesco, which is 
behind the development, said the 
scheme would boost the local 
economy. 

He explained: “This is a hugely 
important announcement for West 
Bromwich and is a true vote of confi¬ 
dence from retailers in what we are 
working to achieve in the town. 


“The next two years will see the 
town centre transformed into a shop¬ 
ping and leisure destination that will 
put West Bromwich on the map for 
many years to come.” 

The multi-million pound scheme, 
anchored by a 144,000 sq ft Tesco 
Extra store, is currently one of the 
largest regeneration programmes 
taking place in the UK. The new 
50,000 sq m scheme will provide 
around 2,000 new full and part time 
jobs and is due to open in the spring of 
2013. 

Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell 
Council cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, said: “This is fantastic news, 
not just for West Bromwich but for the 
whole borough. 

“Sandwell Council has ambitious 
plans for West Bromwich and is com¬ 
mitted to making it one of the region’s 
premier towns. News of this latest 
investment as part of the Tesco devel¬ 
opment will go a long way to making 
this happen.” 

The plan also includes 1,900 car 
parking spaces. 


Council faces fines for leaks 
of information on children 


SENSITIVE details about vul¬ 
nerable children in Sandwell that 
were leaked could land the 
council with hefty fines. 

Staff leaked sensitive information 
seven times in just two months, 
breaching the Data Protection Act, 
earlier this year. 

Two of the cases have been referred 
to the Information Commissioner’s 
Office, which could choose to impose 
fines of up to £500,000 in each case. 
The severity of the potential fine was 
revealed in a report to the authority’s 
audit committee last week. 

The office can choose to prosecute 
or order an action plan at the author¬ 
ity. Or the office can agree action with 
chiefs or choose to do nothing. Council 
bosses said security arrangements 
have been improved in recent months. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, the 
authority’s deputy leader and cabinet 
member for service improvement, 
said: “We are unable to comment at 
this stage because both matters are 
still in the hands of the Information 
Commissioner. The council takes its 
data security responsibilities very 


seriously and has strengthened exist¬ 
ing practices and introduced a 
number of others to meet legal 
requirements. Staff are made aware 
that personal data must be disposed 
of in a secure manner, either by the 
use of a secure data disposal company 
or by destroying the information with 
a cross-cut shredder.” 

The leaks included personal data 
about children which should have 
been sent internally by fax to 
Sandwell Homes in February. In the 
same month, a child welfare report 
was faxed to a member of the public 
and a youngster’s special needs state¬ 
ment was sent to another child’s 
parents. In March data meant for 
Birmingham Social Services was 
faxed to the British Deaf Association. 

The Chronicle’s sister newspaper 
Express & Star first uncovered the 
leaks in April under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Information sent to Sandwell 
Homes and the British Deaf Associa¬ 
tion was destroyed, the child welfare 
report was retrieved and the special 
needs statement was forwarded to the 
correct recipient.

TRAFFIC misery is set to hit 
West Bromwich town centre 
when part of a major route is 
closed for six weeks for work on 
the new £77 million Sandwell 
College to take place. 

Restrictions on turning right and a 
20mph limit will also be placed on 
West Bromwich Ringway from next 
month. 

The restrictions are set to cause 
misery for drivers who have already 
been hit by roadworks to build the 
new underpass at the A41 Express¬ 
way. 

Ban 

The restrictions will ban any 
vehicle from travelling north-west on 
the clockwise carriageway of West 
Bromwich Ringway between the 
traffic lights at the Spon Lane junc¬ 
tion and the access to the Morrisons 
supermarket car park. 

A diversion will be in place. The 
closure will start from October 10 and 
last for six weeks. 


House finally 
finds a buyer 

WEST Bromwich’s Astle House 
has been sold — on the same day it 
failed to attract a buyer at 
auction for the fourth time. 

Bond Wolfe boss James Mattin said 
Astle House had been sold for an 
undisclosed fee. Just hours earlier, 
the interest in the building at auction 
had fallen well short of its reserve 
price. 

Bond Wolfe had already slashed the 
price of Astle House before it went to 
auction at Villa Park after three pre¬ 
vious auctions failed to find a buyer. 

It was given a guide price of 
£350,000, almost £200,000 less than 
the original asking price. But bidders 
eventually started raising their 
hands when the price dropped to 
£200,000 and offers dried up at 
£260,000. However, that afternoon 
Mr Mattin confirmed Astle House was 
no longer on the market. 

80 mph m-way 
speed limit 

MOTORWAY speed limits could 
rise to 80mph to cut journey times 
and help boost the economy. 

A road safety review is expected to 
conclude that the present 70mph 
restriction is too low. 

Officials think that the controver¬ 
sial suggestion of a rise could be put 
up for consultation within weeks with 
an offer of more 20mph zones in resi¬ 
dential areas aimed at blunting criti¬ 
cism of the proposed move. 

Experts have stressed that the 
increase would only be implemented 
if the new limit was rigorously 
enforced. 

Safety campaigners are worried 
that a rise might have a lOmph 
“leeway” factor built into it — meaning 
that speeding drivers would only risk 
prosecution if they topped 90mph. 

AA president Edmund King is 
among those backing the move.

A PARK in Sandwell has been voted 
England’s favourite green space in a 
national competition. 

Warley Woods in Smethwick has taken 
silver in the UK-wide annual Green Flag 
People’s Choice Awards. 

And in another major coup for the borough, 
Tipton Cemetery came in at number 10. 

The Sandwell green spaces, which had already 
won Green Flag recognition, are the only two in the 
whole of the West Midlands region to appear in the 
People’s Choice top ten.

And at a ceremony last week the flag was raised 
for the first time, watched by councillors, Tipton 
Cemetery and bereavement services staff and 
members of the Friends of Tipton Cemetery group. 

It becomes the seventh place in the borough to be 
awarded Green Flag status. The other six are 
Warley Woods and Barnford Park in Oldbury, Vic¬ 
toria Park in Tipton, Victoria Park in Smethwick, 
Haden Hill Park in Cradley Heath, and Sandwell 
Valley Country Park in West Bromwich.

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Three of killer’s 
relatives jailed 

THREE men who travelled 
to and from Wolverhampton 
with a killer who shot dead a 
Tipton plasterer have been 
jailed for a total of nine years. 

Jahmayne Meade is already 
serving a life sentence for shoot¬ 
ing Lee Douglas in the neck and 
back after finding him with his 
former girlfriend at a house in 
Bilston. 

Meade’s 21-year-old brother Court¬ 
ney Meade, cousin Ricardo Morgan, 

21, and brother-in-law Irfan Patel, 24, 
all from Leicester, were last week 
jailed for three years each at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court. 

The cour heard that Jahmayne 
Meade wanted to travel to Wolver¬ 
hampton on November 10 last year 
after his ex-girlfriend, Leanne Blake, 
did not respond to his texts and calls. 

Fight 

Prosecutor Mr Hugh O’Brien- 
Quinn said the four drove to a flat on 
the corner of Arthur Road and 
Wellington Road, where Miss Blake 
was spending the night with Mr 
Douglas. 

Jahmayne Meade went into the 
property and was involved in a fight 
with Mr Douglas, during which the 31- 
year-old victim was blasted in the 
neck and back.

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Asbo is 
the last 
chance 
for thief 

A MAN who ransacked a 
home, stole from a car and 
racially abused a member of 
the public has been given a 
two-year anti-social behav¬ 
iour order (asbo) banning 
him from parts of Hill Top. 

Lee Kilpatrick, aged 28, of 
Surrey Crescent, was 
slapped with a two-year 
order banning him from 
entering a cluster of streets 
in Hill Top where he com¬ 
mitted four crimes in an 
eight month period.

Former sergeant John Sheldon, who is life vice-president of the 
RAF Association in West Bromwich and served in Borneo and Sin¬ 
gapore from 1951 and 1975, said: “This is our way of showing our 
appreciation to those former air and ground crews who saved 
Britain from being taken over by Nazi rule. If it was not for them 
we might not be here today.” 

Great grandfather-of-three Roland Roberts, aged 73, who served 
as a gunner in 44 Heavy Attack Regiment based in Germany from 
1956 to 1958, said: “Attending brings back all kinds of memories. 
This is the fifth service I have been to and it’s always very emo¬ 
tional.”

Bid to stop drain 
cover thefts hinges 
on council policy 


HINGED drain covers are 
being installed in Sandwell in a 
bid to combat metal thieves. 

In the past three years more than 50 
drain covers have been stolen in the 
borough, costing taxpayers at least 
£25,000. 

Tipton councillor Ian Jones has said 
15 covers have been stolen from his 
ward alone in recent weeks. Coneygre 
Road and Alexandra Road were among 
those streets targeted. Wednesbury has 
also been a hotspot for the thefts. 

Council officials have decided on a 
new strategy to combat the thieves. 
Stolen drain covers will in future be 
replaced with hinged ones. 

Sandwell Council has also revealed it 
is montoring the development of plastic 
drain covers and would consider intro¬ 
ducing them in the future. 

“Drain cover thefts is a major 


problem,” said Cllr Jones. “People could 
be seriously injured from falling into a 
drain where the cover has been 
removed. The cost to the council is 
already in the tens of thousands. 
Having to replace covers is taking the 
money away from other projects.” 

Regulations 

Councillor Derek Rowley, council 
cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services, explained: “When we replace a 
missing gulley grating now, we pur¬ 
chase frames and covers that are 
hinged so they cannot be stolen again.” 

“Work is being done by companies on 
plastic gulley gratings but highway 
regulations mean they have to be made 
of metal to withstand the weight of 
traffic. Companies are trying to make a 
product out of plastic to fulfil the 
requirements and of course we would 
look into that if they become available.” 


Harvest plea for 
non-perishables 

CHURCH-GOERS in Sandwell 
are putting a spin on their annual 
harvest festival by asking people to 
donate household goods rather 
than food. 

Wednesbury Baptist Church nor¬ 
mally runs a traditional harvest in 
October, calling on residents to 
pledge non-perishable food items. 
But this year they have decided to 
support Cradley Heath charity 
Loaves ‘n’ Fishes which helps 
people in need by collecting house¬ 
hold goods. 

Wednesbury Baptist Church sec¬ 
retary Maureen DuMont said: “It’s 
a new idea and we have no target in 
terms of how much we can collect. 
We just want to get as much as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The group is looking for items 
such as blankets, toasters and 
kettles. Anyone who wants to 
donate an item can bring it to the 
church in Vicar Street, Wednes¬ 
bury, on October 2. 


Park to get a new 
fence to stop yobs 

NEW fencing costing £15,000 is 
being installed and patrols stepped up 
to combat vandalism and other anti¬ 
social behaviour at Britannia Park in 
Rowley Regis. 

Dozens have signed a petition calling for 
action at the park where problems have 
included noise, fires, damage to trees, lit¬ 
tering in shrubbery beds and gangs of yobs 
gathering. Now Sandwell Council is 
expected to answer their concerns by giving 
the go-ahead to enclose the worst-hit 
section of the park. The 6ft-high green 
metal fencing will be placed along the 
entire length of the park bounded by The 
Ross. There will be two lockable gates, 
allowing access for parks staff. It is hoped 
the fence can be erected in November. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices, said: “Residents have been concerned 
about problems with anti-social behaviour 
in the park for some time. The problem 
keeps coming back. It (the fencing) will 
hopefully act as a deterrent.”

A 60-year-old Tipton woman who swindled 
£25,534 in benefits by not declaring that she 
was back with her estranged husband has 
avoided an immediate jail term — but she could 
lose her home.

Hockey club marks 
80 years of success 


I T began its life in 1931 when a council worker persuaded his work¬ 
mates to form a team. Now Wednesbury Hockey Club is celebrat¬ 
ing its 80th anniversary and many achievements over the last 
eight decades. 

Not only has the club produced several national teeam players and one inter¬ 
national, it has been recoginsed for its youth work. 



The Wood Green Road- 
based club, which held a 
reunion dinner involving 
past and present players, 
was formed by Wednesbury 
resident Cyril Morrish who 
worked in the borough’s sur¬ 
veying department. 

He had played hockey for 
Cambridge University and 
Herefordshire. 

Current Chairman Ron 
Campbell said: “He used his 
position as a senior worker 
in the council to coerce his 
colleagues into creating a 
hockey team.” 

In 1936 the club joined the 
Wednesbury Sports Union 
and in 1939 the team found 
a base at the Elwells Oval 
ground in Walsall. 

Mr Campbell said it was 
in the 1950s that the team 
found a permanent home at 
the current site on Wood 
Green Road. 

And in the 70s they joined 
the hockey league, to play 


against teams all over the 
Midlands. 

Mr Campbell said one of 
the most important aspects 
of the club was its youth pro¬ 
gramme set up in the 1980s. 

He said: “The project was 
headed by the then Chair¬ 
man Geoff Webb, and led by 
Eddie Johnson. By 1990 we 
had more than 60 young¬ 
sters under the age of 16.” 

Proud 

Mr Campbell said that the 
club was proud of producing 
national league players and 
the international player 
Michael Johnson, who 
started at the club at 10 and 
played for England and 
Great Britain. He also 
played at the Sydney and 
Athens Olympics. 

In February the club cele¬ 
brated being awarded the 
England Hockey Clubs First 
Accreditation for their youth 
work and they have also 


received the Clubmark 
award which means they 
are recognised by County 
Sports Partnerships. 

Mr Campbell said: “We’ve 
come a long way in these 80 
years.”

Crooks prey 
on elderly 

POLICE in Sandwell are urging residents to be 
vigilant following a spate of distraction burglaries. 

Since the start of the month there have been distraction 
burglaries reported in Tipton, Smethwick and Oldbury. 

In Gilbert Street, Tipton, an offender stole cash and jew¬ 
ellery after claiming to be from the water board in order to 
gain access to the home of the elderly resident. Two crooks 
entered a residence in Corbett Street, Smethwick, under 
the pretext of a leak in the property and made off with cash. 

In Marshall Road, Oldbury, three offenders in a white 
van, claiming to be decorators, stole cash after following a 
resident to his home. 

WPC Dawn Cooper, Crime Reduction Officer, said: “In 
each of these incidents, the offenders targeted the elderly 
and vulnerable. Offenders often pose as representatives 
from the water board - which doesn’t even exist any more. 
They use excuses like ‘I need to check your water’, or claim 
that there is a leak in the area in order to gain access to 
people’s homes and valuables. 

“Residents are advised to follow the lock, stop, chain and 
check rule - keep doors locked even when you are in the 
house; stop and think ‘am I expecting anyone?’; always put 
the chain on the door before answering; and check the ID 
card of the person calling, looking up the phone number 
and calling the company they claim to represent. 

“If you still have doubts, keep them out, and call the 
police immediately,” she added.

Echo and the Bunnymen, Symphony Hall 

INFLUENTIAL Liverpudlian rockers Echo and the Bunny¬ 
men are more used to sweaty rock venues than the rarefied 
surroundings of the Midlands’ premier classical musical 
venue, the Symphony Hall. 

Even singer Ian McCulloch, not normally known for his 
humility, said it was a “privilege” to play in such a prestigious 
“gaff”, adding in his Scouse brogue that he was “made up”. 

The Bunnymen had made an effort to fit in. A six-piece 
string section began the evening with a programme that 
ranged from Bach to The Beatles (a pleasant arrangement of 
Something) and, most popular with the audience, atreatment 
of Joy Division’s Love Will Tear Us Apart. Interesting to hear 
The Beatles at a Bunnymen gig, McCulloch in his pomp 
would probably have described them as the second best 
band out of Liverpool. 

The Bunnymen took the stage in a mist of dry ice and 
warmed the audience up with some of their more recent 
songs, including the stirring The Fountain, until Bedbugs and 
Ballyhoo and the frenetic Never Stop took the gig up a gear, 
leading to a rousing Rescue from their 1980 debut album 
Crocodiles. The all-female string section added an extra 
dimension to the sound and Will Sergeant’s spine-tingling 
guitar work reminded listeners that he ranks as one of the 
best guitarists from the ‘new wave’ era (alongside Johnny 
Marr and The Edge). 

The second act was given over entirely to a track-by-track 
performance of their Ocean Rain album, introduced by 
McCulloch as “the greatest album ever made” and climaxed 
with the gothic romance of The Killing Moon. Mac the mouth, 
back to his immodest best, introduced it as the “greatest 
song ever written” and as the fans left their seats to fill the 
aisles, I was inclined to agree (for a while).

Lee Evans, Birmingham NIA 

YOU get the impression Lee Evans could go through a two 
and a half hour set saying absolutely nothing and he’d still get 
more laughs than most comedians. 

A sell-out 13,000-strong crowd at Birmingham’s NIA cer¬ 
tainly didn’t need much encouraging as they lapped up the 
laughs during Evans’ latest arena show, Roadrunner. 

Evans, who has been touring for more than 20 years, may 
not be the wittiest stand-up on the circuit, nor does he have 
the best one-liners or a killer comedy persona. But for imag¬ 
inative, honest, energetic, brilliantly physical comedy, there is 
no one better. 

Roadrunner was written in the second city during a six- 
month stay on Broad Street and then rehearsed and polished 
in Birmingham’s tiny Glee Club. 

If nothing else Evans used his time to perfect his Brummie 
accent, which was regularly used when regaling the idiocy of 
people from his thoughts and stories. 

Airports, holidays, footballers, Ikea and the recent riots all 
got the inimitable Evans treatment in what was a jam- 
packed, unrelenting set which very rarely failed to reach his 
incredibly high standards. 

The best material though, as ever with Evans, was 
reserved for the subject of his long-suffering wife, with their 
rows about her putting make-up on and him having to fix a 
car on the side of the road getting the biggest laughs of the 
night. 

Two songs, including old favourite Bohemian Rhapsody, 
polished off the evening before a standing ovation had Evans 
gushing with thanks. 

All delivered, of course, with that unforgettable chimp-like 
face of elasticity; if all else fails, he’s got that to make us laugh 
for a long time yet.

OMG! If you find yourself under a cloud of 
gloom, Legally Blonde The Musical is the anti¬ 
dote. 

Never before has a musical been so proud to be pink 
and perky. It even brought glitz and glamour to the 
damp Potteries as the touring version of the current 
West End and Broadway hit show finally reached the 
Midlands. 

With witty songs, a camp sense of humour, two cute dogs 
and one hunky beefcake, it is set to become a favourite girls’ 
night out. 

This feel good musical is about a blonde California cheer¬ 
leader, Elle Woods, who is dumped by her boyfriend for not 
being serious enough and then hits the books to qualify to join 
him in starchy straight-laced Harvard law school.

How all the family can 
tackle a weighty problem 



Get the whole family involved in a fitness regime which helps tackle obesity 


A third of UK children are 
overweight or obese, and 
despite stark warnings about 
the effect on their health, the 
numbers continue to rise. 

As some parents of fat children 
seem to be turning a deaf ear to 
messages about the importance of 
tackling childhood obesity, the 
latest drive to address children’s 
weight problems is asking mums 
and dads to get involved too. 

As well as promoting healthy eating, 
obesity experts are encouraging mums 
and dads to get active with their kids to 
burn off the calories and get fit - but in 
a fun way. 

The MEND (Mind, Exercise, 
Nutrition...Do it!) organisation, which 
runs free healthy lifestyle programmes 
for children and families, stresses that 
being overweight during childhood 
increases the chances of developing 
serious health problems such as Type 2 
diabetes, coronary heart disease and 
certain types of cancer. 

Worry 

But Paul Sacher, co-founder and chief 
research officer at MEND, points out 
that research shows many parents don’t 
realise their child is overweight. 

“Parents often assume that they only 
need to worry when their child starts to 
look like the images of obesity portrayed 
in the media, which generally reflect very 
obese children. But with one in three 
children overweight or obese in the UK, 
it’s vital that parents are informed about 
their child’s weight status, so they can 
be referred to the right services.” 

He says families on MEND’s healthy 
lifestyle programmes are taught that 
small changes make a big difference - 
for example swapping white bread and 
pasta for wholemeal, and drinking six to 
eight glasses of water a day. 

Other small changes might include: 

[ Try a new activity or exercise such as 
street dance or trampolining - and 
remember that short bursts of exercise 
throughout the day, like a riding a bike 
or playing tag, all count towards the 
recommended hour’s exercise a day. 

I Go a little further and walk or cycle 
for an extra 20 minutes every day. 


I Get your five-a-day by setting 
yourself the challenge of including at 
least one serving of fruit and vegetables 
every time you or the kids eat. 

I Make sure the family has a filling and 
healthy breakfast, and swap low fibre or 
sugary cereals for wholegrain options 
like porridge or sugar-free muesli. 

Sacher says: “In these financially hard 
times, families are often worried that 
being active and healthy is going to 
break the bank, but going for a walk as 
a family or playing in the park is free, 
and just as good for your child as more 
expensive options." 

“These small changes can help 
families become fitter, healthier and 
happier for life without increasing the 
shopping bill.” 

The National Obesity Forum supports 
any initiative to get families to be more 


active and eat healthily - but its 
spokesman Tam Fry points out that the 
best way of tackling childhood obesity 
is by preventing it happening at a very 
young age, rather than having to tackle 
it as children get older. 

He suggests the best way of doing 
this is by incorporating exercise into 
children’s lives as soon as they can 
crawl or walk, as well as encouraging 
them to eat healthily. 

“Getting children active is just as 
important as getting them to eat well,” 
he says. 

“"Parents need to play with their 
children in an active way from a very 
early age. We’ve got to stop the obesity 
problem developing in the first place.”

Small price to pay for the wind in your hair 


CHOP THE roof off a car and it will 
probably wobble on rough roads: 
add a fabric top and it will let in 
more noise than keeping the tin-top 
in place, writes Ian Donaldson. 

That’s simple physics; the trick is to 
minimise both intruders while giving the 
punter something stylish for his (and, 
vitally, her) money. And that’s another 
drop-top factor to consider. They all

cost more than the hatches they’re 
based on, so will only win over buyers 
who fall in love with the prospect of a bit 
of a pose in a less practical car. 

Now, after a nine-year break, comes the 
Golf Cabriolet and, on a first drive on some 
fine Leicestershire roads in glorious early 



autumn sunshine it wasn’t hard to make a 
case for spending the extra. 

My test car, picked at random from a 
tempting line taking in the entire launch 
range, was the most expensive Golf Cabrio¬ 
let you can buy, at the moment. 

It costs a not inconsiderable £26,595, 
£3,495 more than the equivalent Golf hatch 
and tops a range starting at £20,720. Three 
engines are immediately available (two 
petrol, one diesel) with three more later in the 
year. 

The theme of threes continues in the 
number of trim levels (S, SE and GT). 

Volume 

All of them feature 16-inch alloy wheels, 
DAB radio and Bluetooth, and a powered 
roof that whirrs up and down in about the 
time it takes Usain Bolt to run 100 metres 
and will perform either action at up to 
about 18mph - looking ultra cool in the 
process. 

Finding somewhere to stow the top 
when you want wind in your hair 
means there’s less room in the 
rear seats than a Golf hatch and 
the boot is down in volume too. 

However, unlike convert¬ 
ibles with bulky metal folding 
roofs (like the bigger, dearer 
VW Eos), there’s the same 
space available whatever the 
position of the top, although 
reaching into the furthest 


recesses is a bit like trying to retrieve a 
parcel posted through a letter box. 

But enough of these practicalities, you 
buy a cabrio as much with your heart as your 
head, even if the VW badges allows you to 
pretend you’ve been a bit sensible too. 

Try the cabrio first with roof in place and 
on a patched British main road and you’ll 
feel the car shimmying slightly as it mourns 
the loss of stiffness in the cut-about body, 
while you notice a bit more wind noise than 
the hatch will provoke. 

Let the roof down, however, and let the 
sun shine in and you’ll forgive the car its 
minor downsides and enjoy the smell of the 
fields, the twitter of birds in the roadside 
bushes and the feeling of one-ness with 
nature that 
only 
con 


vertible can give. 

And it doesn’t matter if you stray on to the 
A14, where the standard fit air deflector 
behind the front seats means there’s only a 
gentle breeze in the cockpit with the speedo 
showing atypical A14 cruising speed (go on, 
you guess). 

With 160 horsepower from its turbo 
charged petrol engine and VW’s delightful 
DSG automatic gearbox giving your left leg 
a rest, this top of the pile cabrio is both swift 
when provoked and a doddle to drive in con¬ 
gested town traffic. 

Never mind that the dash is standard Golf 
hatch fare. 

That means it’s sensible, easily mastered 
and just a touch lacking in flair but promises 
an uncomplicated relationship with a car 

that so easily puts a smile on your face.

Five-star Tividale 


WELLINGTON 0 TIVIDALE 5 

TIVIDALE eased into the next round of 
the FA Vase with a comfortable win over 
Wellington. 

The visitors, who included 40-year-old goalkeeping 
coach Chris Walwyn in between the posts due to 
injuries, started brightly and forced three consecu¬ 
tive corners. 

Defender Joel Kettle then forced his way into the 
penalty area and was brought down by Nick Williams 
but to the surprise of most onlookers Tividale’s 
penalty appeals were waved aside. 

The pressure continued with Brett Clark, making 
a welcome return to the Tividale line-up, hitting a 
dipping volley just wide after a good run by Robert 
Sargent. 

On 20 minutes, Chris Russell forced a good save 
from the Wellington keeper Dan Tecza before the 
home team had their first shot on goal when the 
impressive Saul Thomas fired at Walwyn. 

Tividale took the lead on 28 minutes when the 
hard-working Clark seized on some sloppy Welling¬ 
ton defensive play to coolly slot the ball past Tecza 
from 12 yards. 

Having gone one-up, the visitors began to pile the 
pressure on a Wellington defence that was beginning 
to creak. 

On 30 minutes, a great run by Ryan Sargent 
almost led to another goal but his low shot was well 
saved by Tecza. 

This effort was swiftly followed by another fine 
save from Russell while a Simpkiss free-kick from 25 
yards just cleared the bar. 

Tividale were having the vast majority of the play 
but had two scares within a few minutes shortly 
before half-time. Firstly, Lewis thudded a good 
header against the crossbar and then Simon Pitt 
forced Walwyn into a smart save to his left. 

The half ended as it had begun with Tividale going 
close with a couple of fine efforts from Wattley and 
Adam Hill, which once again brought good saves 
from the home goalkeeper. 

The second half opened with both defences on top 
for the first 15 minutes before Tividale doubled their 
lead when Adam Hill shot home unchallenged from

15 yards after being set up by Wattley and Russell. 

Kyle Hill replaced Kettle on 60 minutes and made 
an immediate impact by almost scoring after beating 
keeper Tecza to the ball only to see his effort scram¬ 
bled away. 

Five minutes later, he made a great run into the 
penalty area and sent a shot just over the bar after 
beating four Wellington players. 

The play was by now almost exclusively in the 
home side’s half and in a short space of time Jason 
Chilton shot just over and then forced yet another 
good save from Tecza. 

The win for Tividale was effectively sealed in the 
75th minute when Russell forced his way into the 
Wellington box and combined with Kyle Hill, whose 
pass picked out Clark for an easy tap-in. 

Two minutes later, it was Hill’s turn to get on the 
scoresheet when he beat the onrushing Tecza after 
once again bursting into the box. 

In the final 10 minutes Tividale laid siege to the 
home goal and went close to increasing their lead on 
several occasions. 

Clark threatened twice before the energetic 
Russell got the goal that his all-round play thor¬ 
oughly deserved when he thundered the ball past 
Tecza after the Wellington defence had once again 
been prised open.

Baggies striving 
for the right mix 


A TEAM in regression or a 
work in progress? 

A move forwards or another 
step back? 

A point gained or an opportunity 
missed? 

The latest episode of Albion’s stuttering 
Premier League start left Roy Hodgson 
and Albion with more questions than 
answers. 

Hodgson hopes a solid but dour after¬ 
noon against his former club will be the 
springboard to greater things for an 
Albion team in development. 

The more pessimistic fear it was the 
latest worrying sign of a previously 
potent team retreating into its shell. 

The next few weeks will go a long way 
towards settling the argument. 

But right now, most Baggies fans don’t 
know quite what to make of it. 

A second clean sheet in three league 
outings secured a draw that lifted 
Hodgson’s men off the foot of the Premier 
League table and secured a deserved 
reward for a day of discipline and graft. 

Yet once again Albion were a team in 
search of their sparkle and a dreadfully 
flat first-half display left Hodgson with 
obvious issues to address ahead of some 
crucial fixtures just around the corner. 



A much-improved second-half showing 
brought some encouragement for a 
Baggies side still hunting the dynamism 
that drove them to a spectacular end last 
season. 

But Albion supporters still left The 
Hawthorns wondering quite what has 
happened to the effervescent outfit that 
cast off relegation worries last term and 
swaggered their way to safety. 

Spark 

The sauntering style of March, April 
and May has made way for a timid, tepid 
outfit struggling to find the spark to 
ignite Hodgson’s first full campaign at 
the helm. 

Half a dozen matches into the season, 
Hodgson and his staff have yet to find a 
crucial balance between the defensive 
discipline they have worked so hard to 
achieve and the free-spirited attacking 
they cannot afford to sacrifice. 

The result, so far at least, is a team 
unsure of itself and unable to stamp its 
mark on a league that will not stand by 


Albion boss trying to find a formula for success 


BAGGIES boss Roy 
Hodgson has hinted he 
might revive his 4-3-3 
experiment despite 
admitting it backfired 
against Fulham. 

The Hawthorns head 
coach abandoned the forma¬ 
tion on Saturday with a 
return to a 4-4-2 system 
coinciding with an 
improved second-half 
display. 


But Hodgson still believes 
a three-man midfield could 
help him squeeze more of 
his talented midfielders 
into the team. 

“We tried it at Everton (in 
the Carling Cup) and 
thought it might be a good 
idea on Saturday with 
Jerome Thomas and his 
pace down the wing. 

“Peter Odemwingie’s 
quite good when he goes 
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wide, too, and we thought it 
might suit us. I’ve also got 
some good quality central 
midfield players. Apart from 
the three who played on Sat¬ 
urday, I also have Paul 
Scharner, Zoltan Gera and 
James Morrison, as well as 
George Thorne, who I 
thought was outstanding at 
Everton in the Carling Cup. 

“But in the first-half our 
passing wasn’t good against 
Fulham on Saturday so it 
might have been a bad day to 
judge that particular forma¬ 
tion. 

“We were so much better 
in the second half, had we 


shown that quality of 
passing in the first half, who 
knows? It might have 
caused them more problems. 

“But there is work to be 
done if we’re to do that.” 

Romania 

Gareth McAuley revelled 
in his long-awaited Premier 
League debut after a pre¬ 
season illness put him on the 
sidelines. The defender now 
has his eye on an extended 
run after a man-of-the- 
match display on Saturday. 

Defender Gabriel Tamas 
has made a shock return to 
the Romania squad just a 


month after reportedly 
being banned for life. 

The Albion centre-back 
has been included by coach 
Victor Piturca for matches 
against Belarus and Albania 
early next month. 

Reports from Romania 
claimed Tamas and former 
Chelsea striker Adrian 
Mutu had been handed life 
bans for breaking a curfew 
with a late-night drinking 
session. But both men are 
now back in the squad with 
sources close to Tamas 
insisting the original inci¬ 
dent was misreported by the 
Romanian media. 


to allow slow starters to find their feet. 
However, time is on Albion’s side in their 
quest to build from modest foundations and 
grow into Hodgson’s first complete season. 

But the Hawthorns head coach will be well 
aware that failure to find a winning formula 
quickly will leave his side facing the kind of 
extended spell at the wrong end of the table 
that can sap belief and mental energy long 
before the season reaches its conclusion. 

The need for defensive improvements was 
accepted by all and Saturday’s pleasing 
efforts, epitomised by impressive debutant 
Gareth McAuley, offered further proof that 
Albion are now a tougher nut to crack. 

With the Northern Irishman taking an 
impressive first step towards answering 
questions about his surprise summer arrival 
from Ipswich, Albion equalled last season’s 
tally of two clean sheets in just the sixth 
game of this campaign. 

Yet while last term Hodgson combined 
solid progress at the back with continued 
potency in attack, this season’s attention to 
defensive detail appears to have stifled the 
off-the-cuff creativity of his team. 

The Baggies cannot afford to surrender 
one strength in search of another. 

And for 45 minutes on Saturday their com¬ 
mitment to defensive discipline appeared to 
deter Albion from breaking out of an experi¬ 
mental 4-3-3 system that allowed them large 
numbers of players behind the ball but did 
little to prevent Fulham dominating posses¬ 
sion. 

Only Chris Brunt’s header and Youssouf 
Mulumbu’s shot, both of which flew straight 
at Mark Schwarzer, got home fans excited, 
while Fulham were an inch away from 
taking a half-time lead when Ben Foster 
spilled a Clint Dempsey shot and Pajtim 
Kasami netted the rebound, only to be denied 
by the tightest of offside decisions. 

A return to a 4-4-2 formation restored 
Peter Odemwingie - marginalised on the 
right flank for the first half-hour - to a more 
central role and helped to liven up the hosts 
and they were the more likely to score after 
the break. 

But even a much better showing in the 
second half brought just two real chances, 
first when Odemwingie sprung the offside 
trap but sent a shot too close to Schwarzer, 
then when Brunt was given time and space 
to shoot from the edge of the box and struck 
the inside of the post. 


TALKING POINT 


MIDFIELD CONUMDRUM: 

Paul Scharner found himself 
dropped on Saturday for the first time 
in his Albion career, adding further 
fuel to the midfield selection debate.

Albion ended their Hawthorns 
hoodoo last season but they could do 
with going one better and winning at 
Villa this time. 

In the closing stages Fulham could 
have nicked a win but Foster came to 
Albion’s rescue, first parrying John Arne 
Riise’s free-kick and then forcing Bryan 
Ruiz’s follow up onto the post. 

That secured a clean sheet that was 
welcome, but still not enough get this 
slow-starting season up and running.
